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How Lean Folks may Crow Fat..We
published, a week or two since, a card for those
persons who sought a reduotivo boarding-house
system by which their superfluous adipose
might be dispensed with. It seems that Dr.
Dio Lewis has been thinking in the interest of
an opposite class.those who are thin to unloveliness.He oertainly has the larger enterprise.For one fat person there are a dozen,
or a score of lean ones. They are dried up,
and in danger of blowing away. How their
bones rattle in the wind ! There are cavernoushollows in their temples and cheeks, while
their eyes roll like great black China saucers.
It seems that they have been drinking vinegar
all their lives, or have the consumption, or
have allowed life to ooze out of them in sotoe
unlawful way. We always feel for them. So
does Dr. Dio Lewis. We are always afraid
that in the orowd they will get jostled agaiost
us, and their sharp angles.bones with no cushionof flesh-covers.would do us harm. In
fact, we set them down as a dangerous class io
the community. Fat people are heavy and
dozy, end a burdeu to themselves. Our reductiveboarding-house contemplates them as
uufortunates ; and in itsolf a pure philanthropy.
But lean people arc really dangerous.aod in
this age of phosphates are often carried off ia
the night and burned for dry bones. No doubt
a large percentage of murders could bo traced
to socr.e sort of leanness or other.
Now Dr. Lewis comes sensibly to the rescue.

He sends these skeletons to bed betimes. They
have rattled in between the sheets ordinarily at
eleven, or half-past elevcD. The Doctor tells
them thrt will never do. They must bid the
buoy, ica-3t23ped, gossipy world farewell by
half p'sst eight or nine o'clock. This fagging
out of the flesh results in part from late hours.

"PuFFlNO.".Indiscriminate "puffing" is

getting to bo one of the vices ot the daily newspaper?,t;nd threatens to become an intolerable
nui^ncc. An advertiser who puts a ten-line
notioc of his business in the paper, seems to
thi~"\ ibot be is entitled tojust twice that much
addition! opace in the editorial colnmns, in
extrr.vrynnt praise of his invention, wares,
mercbcndioe or property, as the oasc may be,
the r.ditor'cconscience doing violence to that
candor end veracity which shoald be a distinctive,prominent eloment in his character. And we

bluch *x>czy, some journals that arc considered
respectable, yield to these unjust demands and
rr.relv over insert cn advertisement without ac-

corjix.aying it with this palaver,the exact value
of'trhich a discriminating public know how to
cstimaia cright. A journal that makes a reputationcf this kind soon comes to be regarded
as iosinccrc and unreliable in all that it says or

recommends, inasmuch as no one can tell when
it pronounces a candid, honest judgment, unbiasedby considerations that involve pecuniaryinterest. Its oharaotcr for honesty and indopendoDceis sacrificed in yielding (o tho nnrcasob.rbloand UDjust demands of those who
patronize it upon conditions so humiliating
and so unworthy on the part of these who make
such stipulations.
The evil of which we complain is one of

modern origin. When we first entered tho
field of journalism, it was comparatively unknown; in Virginia, at least. It was then a

matter entirely optional with the editor, to
speak, or not, of an article advertised in his
paper. Anything of special or general pnblic
interest, in the way of novelty,.such as a new

and uselul invention sometimes secured
editorial mention, but nobody expected to see

every now advertisement referred to in such
terras as aro now employed.
And now, we ask ; what is the effect of all

this? Who is benefitted? Do advertisers
suppose that such indiscriminate "puffing" is
any advantage to them ? Can they imagine
that a journal which gives praise ot this kind
without stint, and holds its opinions so cheaply,can benefit them? Far from it. People
who have any penetration, sec through such
franaDarent frauds and »n» tint- dmo.ivfld hv
them - They weigh such editorial opinions
and fiad them lighter than chaff.

Entertaining these views, which we have
loog thought of givipg expression to, wo would
like to see journalistic reform in this particular.
Let the practice of "puffing" be abandoned,
as it ought to be, for it is a nuisance and even

worse. This done, the opinions bt sensib e

editors, who adapt their words to the mrrits
of any subject of which they write, will have
the weight to which they are just'.y entitled,.
